Thurrock  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  a  combined  Annual  Report  for  the  years 
ending  31st  December,  1939  and  1940,  respectively. 

This  is  limited  to  a  summary  of  essential  facts  and  figures 
needed  for  post-war  reference,  and  is  by  no  means  a  complete 
record  of  the  Department’s  activities  during  the  two  busiest  years 
in  its  history.  For  reasons  of  security  no  details  whatever  of 
Civil  Defence  or  war-time  administration  are  given,  but  a  com¬ 
parison  of  this  Report  with  previous  issues  will  show  that  all  the 
normal  peace-time  facilities  continued  to  be  provided. 

Considerable  demands  were  made  upon  all  the  staff  for 
duties  outside  their  normal  work,  and  it  will  suffice  to  say  that 
when  circumstances  required  whole-hearted  effort,  long  hours  and 
sleepless  nights,  every  member  of  the  staff  gave  of  his  or  her  best. 

I  wish  to  record  the  invaluable  help  given  by  the  local 
medical  practitioners.  For  reasons  I  cannot  make  public  they 
co-operated  with  the  Department  in  ways  that  often  caused 
serious  dislocation  of  their  own  work,  but  in  spite  of  the  incon¬ 
venience  entailed  their  response  was  cheerful  and  immediate. 
There  are  many  voluntary  helpers  and  organisations  who  deserve 
the  Council’s  thanks  for  services  rendered.  What  they  have  done 
I  cannot  reveal  at  present,  as  the  same  services  may  have  to  be 
operated  again  before  the  end  of  the  war,  but  I  feel  confident 
that  the  Public  Health  Department  will  continue  to  fulfil  any 
task  demanded  of  it. 

The  support  of  the  Council  during  two  difficult  years  is 
gratefully  acknowledged.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 


i.  (i)  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

These  are  set  out  at  the  commencement  of  this  Report. 

(ii)  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  facilities  provided  under  this 
heading. 

(ii)  (b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  ambulance  facilities  in  the  district  are  adequate.  The 
Council  maintains  two  infectious  diseases  ambulances,  kept  at 
the  I.D.  Hospital.  Accident  and  non-infectious  cases  are  dealt 
with  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  Grays  Division,  by 
agreement  with  the  Council.  Two  vehicles  are  provided. 

(ii)  ( c )  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  within  the  district  eight  Nursing  Associations 
serving  South  Ockendon,  Aveley,  Purfleet,  West  Thurrock,  Grays, 
Stifford,  Little  Thurrock,  Chadwell-St.-Mary,  Tilbury,  Stanford- 
le-Hope  and  Bulphan.  In  addition,  the  Grays  Medical  Comforts 
Committee  continued  its  useful  work  during  the  year. 

(ii)  (e)  Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  following  hospitals  exist  in  the  Urban  District :  — 

Seamen’s  Hospital, Tilbury  (general  and  casualty). 

Orsett  Hospital  (E.C.C.  and  casualty). 

Thurrock  I.D.  Hospital  (infectious  diseases  and  casualty). 

On  the  outbreak  of  war  certain  alterations  of  policy  and  bed 
allocation  were  effected  at  these  establishments.  The  normal 
peace-time  accommodation  has  been  reported  upon  annually  up 
to  1938.  For  security  reasons  it  is  considered  inadvisable  to 
give  any  detailed  facts  regarding  war-time  bed  accommodation, 
operating  theatre  facilities,  special  plant,  etc.,  as  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  all  other  authorities  concerned  are  in  possession  of 
full  information.  It  may  now  De  stated  that  each  hospital  has 
treated  a  number  of  casualties  due  to  enemy  action.

The  majority  of  unsatisfactory  samples  were  traced  to  the 
place  of  production,  one  of  which  was  outside  this  authority’s 
area.  Failure  to  sterilise  properly  milk  utensils  was  thought  to 
be  the  predominant  reason,  and  every  endeavour  has  been  made 
to  persuade  farmers  to  make  full  use  of  sterilising  apparatus,  and 
where  no  such  apparatus  exists,  requests  are  being  made  that 
these  should  be  provided.

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With  regard  to  four  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  milk  was  shown  to  be  properly  pasteurised 
(satisfactory  Phosphatase  Test),  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  the 
high  bacterial  count  was  due  to  failure  to  cleanse  satisfactorily 
the  cooler  or  receptacles.

The  Department  continued  to  apply  energetically  the  prov¬ 
ision  of  this  Section.  The  commonest  source  of  trouble  arises 
in  connection  with  butchers,  greengrocers  and  fishmongers, 
together  with  open-fronted  shops  whatever  class  of  commodity  is 
sold.  The  latter  type  of  premises  is  extremely  difficult  to  deal 
with,  and  the  only  permanent  solution  is  the  closing  in  of  the 
shop.

The  defendant  was  fined  £ 1 , 
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“  B  "  Grays  Ward — in  respect  of  a  closed-in  butcher’s  shop 
whereat  heating  was  provided  only  in  the  office  cash  desk. 
The  temperature  of  the  shop  was  considerably  below  45 
degree  Fahrenheit. 

On  the  morning  that  the  case  was  heard,  the  defendant  pro¬ 
vided  heating  in  the  shop  and  the  Bench  adjourned  the  case 
sine  die. 

“  C  ”  Grays — in  respect  of  a  greengrocer's  shop  provided  with  a 
sliding  front.  The  occupier  failed  to  make  full  use  of  the 
sliding  front  with  the  result  that  the  temperature  on  several 
occasions  was  found  to  be  below  45  degrees  Fahrenheit 
although  heating  had  been  provided  in  the  shop.  The  case 
was  the  subject  of  considerable  legal  argument  regarding 
the  precise  meaning  of  Section  10,  and  the  wording  of  the 
notice.  The  Bench  subsequently  dismissed  the  case. 

In  many  other  instances,  failure  to  maintain  a  reasonable 
temperature  was  not  occasioned  by  lack  of  heating  so  much  as  by 
maintaining  open  doors  and  these  matters  were  rectified  without 
recourse  to  legal  proceedings.

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  my  Report  for  1938  I  men¬ 
tioned  that  a  rigid  application  of  Section  109  of  the  Essex  County 
Council  Act,  1933,  had  resulted  in  most  of  the  caravans  in  this 
area  being  removed.  One  case  was  dealt  with  during  the  year 
under  review,  that  of  a  caravan  dweller  in  Portsea  Road,  West 
Tilbury,  who  appealed  against  the  Council's  decision  to  refuse 
permission  to  allow  him  to  occupy  a  moveable  dwelling.  The 
case  was  adjourned  pending  an  undertaking  by  the  defendant  to 
vacate  the  site  within  six  months.  This  undertaking  was  observed. 

Housing  Act,  1936 — Overcrowding. 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses  overcrowded  at  the  end  of 
1938  was  65.  During  the  year  under  review,  13  cases  were 
abated  and  three  more  cases  were  reported.
